DO WOMEN EARN THEIR WAY? 


They Are an Expense and Not 
Productive, Says Professor. 


HE IS “CALLED” PROMPTLY. 


Mrs. C, H. Zimmerman in Club in 
Evanston Rebukes F. 8, Deibler. 


Anybody asking Prof. Frederick 8. Deibler 
of the department of economics in North- 
western unéversity about women’s sphere of 
work would best look out. It’s a touchy 
subject with him. 

The professor met his Waterloo yesterday 
while discussing “the high cost of living ”’ 
before members of the philanthropy and soci- 
ology department of the Evanston Woman's 
club, when he was taken to task by Mrs. 
C. H. Zimmerman. Among the other causes 
to which he attributed the high cost of 
living was “ that women’s work is no longer 
conducted along productive lines.’” Then 
Mrs. Zimmerman arose and had her say. 

“If women have departed from the pro- 
ductive lines of industry it is Deca men 
have taken away women’s occupation,” she 
said. “ Women no longer knit the stockings 
for the family, neither do they bake the 
bread, because it is cheaper to purchase these 
things now, and besides, woman’s sphere has 
become enlarged. 

Sees Reforms from Ballot. 

“She is doing higher and better work, and 
when she acquires the ballot many of the 
abuses now making this question possible 
will be done away with. Thereare at present 
higher duties incumbent on women than the 
hewing of wood and the drawing of water, 
and if woman is not employed in work that 
produces the necessaries of life her work 
wilh becomé more important yét whey she 
is given the ballot. 

“When we have the ballot there will not 
be such a high tax on the finer woolen fab- 
rics, and the money we pay out for these ar- 
ticles over the cost of their production may 
then be used for investment in productive in- 
dustries." 

The rebuke brought forth applause from 
Mrs. Zimmerman’s colleagues and an apology 
from the speaker, who said he did not intend 
in any way to prescribe wom&n’s sphere of 
work, but said he was just exemplifying a 
principle of economics. 

“ What of the women now employed in fac- 
tories, are they not producing wealth?” 
Mrs. Zimmerman asked. 

* Yes, that is true,”’ tie speaker acquiesced, 
“but I do not claim that woman shoul go 
back to her former occupations, for I believe 
she ie doing a higher and nobler work.” ° 


Would Co-operate in Buying. 

“Yes, and she is going to do more,” Mra. | 
Zimmerman said, arising again. “I think 
the cost of living is increased in a great part 
by the middleman. I am in favor of the 
women’s clubs buying our supplies direct 
from the producer. 

“When I was a little girl I remember one 
year the apples on my father’s farm, down in 
Ohio, brought $7,000 in New Orleans. We 
shipped them on @ fiatboat down the river 
and sold them directly to the consumer, [ 
think if the women’s clubs would buy their 
supplies in that way directly we could do 
away with some of the extravagant prices.”’ 

Prof. Deibler gave the beef trust a clean 
bill, saying that the prices of meat have not 
increased in any greater proportion than 
bave the prices of live stock. 


HOUSEWIVES ARE NOT “IDLERS.” 

Lexington, Ky., April 11—Women of cen- 
tral Kentucky have united in a protest to 
Census Director Durand at what they term 
is the classification of housewives in the 
forthcoming census as “ idlers."" This action 
was taken today at a meeting of the Gentral 
Kentucky Women’s clubs. A telegram was 
gent to Durand objecting to the form of the 
bianks in whieh housewives, according to 
the telegram, are classified as “‘ having no 


eccupation.”

Cincinnati Councilmen Repeal Bill 
| Which Provided for Clocks

Mrs. Lucy Sayler also was pronounced 
guilty and her sentence was fixed at three 
years. 

A verdict a not guilty was returned for 
John Grunden. 

The reading of the verdict ended the trial 
of these defendants for the murder of John 
Byron Sayler at Crescent City last July. The 
trial lasted more than four weeks, 

en the jurors announced they had 
reached an agreement, at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, the news spread rapidly over the town, 
and before the three verdicts actually had 
been signed every seat in the courtroom had 
been taken. The prisoners were brought 
in by Sheriff George Heikes half an hour 
later, their faces bearing the marks of their 
wakeful forty hours during the deliberations 
of the jury. 

Mrs, Miller and Golda Sayler Weep. 

Mrs. Miller came in leaning on her hus- 
band’s arm. Her eyes were red, and she 
coula scarcely contain her emotion as she 
walkeé across the courtroom. Dr. Miller's 
face showed the marks of sympathy because 


of his wife’s sorrow. 
Mrs. Gayler smiled as she entered the court- 
room, but the smile faded as Golda hurried 


to a seat and burst into tears. 
When the jury came in Golda threw her 
arms around her mother’s neck and her 


body shook with sobs. 

When the jury came in Mrs. Miller’s hand 
clasped that of her husband, and she buried 
her face in hie shoulder. She bowed his 
head with hers, and sat pressing his hand 
and kissing it while Judge Dorrance Dibell 
announced the verdict of gullty. 


Mrs. Sayler Surprised at. Verdict. 

The verdict in her case came as a surprise 
to Mrs. Sayler, who confidently had expected 
an acquittal and steadfastly believed that she 
was held only as an important witness in the 
case. Her attitude throughout the trial was 
that she did not believe she was in any serious 
danger. She was completely broken as she 
was led from the courtroom and back to the 
county jail by Mrs, Heikes, the wife of the 
sheriff. When she wae left alone behind the 
bars she collapsed completely. 

Golde Sayler refused to be comforted. She 
walked alone behind her mother as far as the 
jail, then hurried to her room at Kelley's inn 
and locked herself in. 

John Grunden, veteran of the civil war and 
former companion of the Indians, expressed 
no emotion at the verdict. 


New Trial Arguments April 30, 

Immediately after the verdicts were read 
by Judge Dibell Attorney Free P. Morris, rep- 
resenting the defense, asked that the jury 
be polled. Each juror stood on his feet as 
his name was called and asserted that the 
verdict as read was true. 

When the jury was excused Attorney Mor- 
ris made a motion for a new trial for Mrs. 
Savier and Dr. Miller. Arguments on the 
motion will be heard April 30. In case of a 
new trial the defense has gained a point tn 
that a charge of murder cannot again be sus- 
tained and the charge can be only manslaugh- 
ter. 

Dr. Miller was handcuffed to Deputy Sheriff 
Lace when he was led back to the jail. He 
waiked close to the deputy and clung to his 
arm, striving to hide the glistening steel from 
the sight of his 13-year-old son, Errington, 
who was a few steps behind with J. W. Miller 
of South Sharon, Pa. Mrs. Miller was as- 
sisted as she accompanied them, weeping. 


Fears for Doctor’s Father. 

J. W. Miller hesitated to notify Dr. Mil- 
ler’s aged father in Pennsylvania of the re- 
sult of the verdict, fearing the shock would 
prove fatal, 

The jurors hurried to catch the late after- 
noon trains for their homes as soon as they 
were réleased. They were reticent about 
their long wrangle in reaching an agreement. 
The case was given them at 11 o'clock Satur- 
day night. 

During their deliberations ten ballots were 
| taken. The first ballot resulted in six votés 
for the conviction of Dr. Miller and three 
for acquittal, with three not voting. The 
next ballot stood nine to three for convio- 
tion. One of these was soon won over and 
two held out until late Sunday night. 

The two who were for an acquittal are 
said to have been Lars Anderson and B. N. 
Powley. Powley is the juror who was taken 
| sick at the opening of the trial and was kept 
under the care of a physician for a week. 
Anderson is the juror who broke down and 
cried during the speech of J. W. Keeslar of 
Danville, special prosecutor for the state, 


Judge Affected by Verdict. 

Judge Dibell could not conceal his emotion 
while he was reading the verdict and when 
he came to the verdict finding Mrs. Sayler 
guilty and fixing her sentence at three years 
his voice faltered as he read it. His words 
failed and he was obliged to make a short 
pause before continuing hia reading. He 
left the courtroom as soon as he could get 
away, to take a train for hie home in Joliet. 
He will return to Watseka to hear the argu- 
ments on the motion for a new trial by At- 
torneys Morris, J. W. Kern, and M. K. Smith 
of the defenge. 

If the motion is denied an appea! will be 
taken to the Supreme court, on the basis 
that the peremptory challenge of A. T. Hile 
man was overruled when the jury was being 
chosen. Hileman was accepted by both state 
and defense, and afterward asked permis- 
‘sion to explain to.Judge Dibell a reason why 
he thought he ought not sit on the jury. 
| Judge. Dibel) refused to hear the reason, and 


kept as a juror though peremptory 
challenges eeeot him were made on be-

PUTS BRAKES ON ‘RRGBIVERS 


Cates Meets Congressional 
Agitation for Reform, 


REJECTS THREE PETITIONS. 


Court Rules There Must Be Full Ex- 
position of Facts. 


Congressional agitation for reform in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings in the federal courts was 
met half way yesterday by Judges George A. 
Carpenter of the United States District court. 
He made it known that hereafter he will not 
appoint receivers for bankrupts except when 
necessary and after a full exposition of the 
facts in thecase. In pursuit of his determina- 
tion, he refused to grant three requests for 
receivers, thereby causing surprise among 
lawyers who have been accustomed to obtain 
appointments without difficulty. 

Judge Carpenter’s innovation was consid- 
ered especially interesting in view of the ac- 
tion of Congressman A. J. Sabath in demaend- 
ing ap inquiry into federal court methods in 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

Interest in Judge Carpenter's attitude fur- 
ther was enhanced by news from Washington 
to the effect that the senate committee, in 
@ report due today, is expected to indorse the 
Sherley uniform bankruptcy law, which 
raises the indebtedness of an applicant for 
bankruptcy proceedings from $300 to §500. 

The point of agitation has been directed 
principally at the question whether exorbi- 
tant fees have not been derived from bank- 
rupt estates by receivers appointed by federal 
judges in numerous cases. , 


Court’s First New Ruling. 

Judge Carpenter’s new ruling in respect 
to receiverships came when Attorney Thed- 
deus O. Bunch, of the firm Hiner, Bunch & 
Latimer, asked for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Atchison Perforating company, 
against which involuntary bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were filed a week ago. The at- 
torney said the receiver was necessary in 
order that the factory could continue in 
operation, and turn out unfilled orders for 
$11,000 worth of goods. 

*I have been informed,” the court said, 
“that receivers have been appointed indis- 
criminately. Hereafter this court will adopt 
a new policy and refuse to depart from it 
except where an absolute necessity is shown 
for the appointment of a receiver. Asa rule 
receiverships are not necessary except when 
the property is actually of a ) perishable 
nature. 

“I'm not going to appoint a ‘oaaiien in 
this case unless it ig absolutely necessary, 
A receiver might rin the business at a loss. 
If you will file a petition acting 8p GS the 
facts I will consideer it." 

Applicants for receivers for ios Universal 
Manufacturing company and Edward Beck 
Moriarity were given the same advice, 

-@Gharge Abuse of Receivership. 

Judge Carpenter refused to comment fur- 
ther on his new ruling, but attorneys say 
that there has been an abuse of the recelver- 
ship business, and they take Judge Carpen- 
ter’s statements to méan that his ruling is 
meant to correct it. Attorney Bunch in com- 
menting on Judge ‘Conpener'y ruling on his 
motion said:

Judge Carpenter be- 
lieves that only in case of necessity should a 
receiver be appointed. For instance, there 
are many casee where the receiver is simply 
a custodian of the effects of the bankrupt and 
is a useless expense. In such cages the 
United States marshal may do the work as 
well ag a receiver, and this evidently is the 
idea of the judge.”

Visit in the Early Morning.. 

Mr. Pinchot had an early breakfast and 
was at Miss Carow’'s villa by 9 o'clock this 
morning. He was greeted by Miss Carow 
and Mise Ethel and Kermit Roosevelt. Ac- 
companied by them he walked to the Villa 
Raphis, a short distdnce away. Mrs. Roose- 
velt was in the garden enjoying the fra- 
grance of the flowers when ehe caught sight 
of Mr. Pinchot. She greeted him in her 
usual pleasant manner. 

While Mrs. Roosevelt was chatting ‘with 
Pinchot Mr. Roosevelt emerged from the 
house. : 

“ Hello, Gifford,” he shouted, and Pinchot 
immediately hastened to him. The twe men 
shook hands, and Mr. Roosevelt asked the 
former ex-forester to excuse him for a mo- 
ment. Then he turned to’a stenographer and 
began dictating answers to a pile of letters 
and cablegrams lying on the table. 

The moment which he asked turned out to 
be an hour, Pinchot passing the time in talk- 
ing to Mrs. Roosevelt and the children and 
picking out the varieties of trees not known 
in America. : 


Conference Lasts All Day. 

Then Mr. Pinchot and Mr. Roosevelt began 
the djscussion to which both had looked for- 
ward, Pinchot speaking with all enthusiasm 
and Mr. Roosevelt Hstening with deep in- 
terest. 

The conference continued during the lunch- 
eon et Miss Carow's house and during the 
jong walk and ride over the mountains which 
was taken in the afternoon. 

Mrs, Roosevelt, Miss Carow, and Mr. Ab- 
bott accompanied Mr. Roosevelt apd Mr. 
Pinchot, but they had no share in the discus- 
sion, contenting themselves with enjoying 
the beauties of nature, leaving their com- 
panions to converse on matters of such vital 
interest, not only to them but to all Ameri- 
cans. , ™ 

The conference did not end today, but wil] 
be resumed tomorrow, indicating that there 
are certain further facts which Roosevelt 
desires to ascertain which were suggested 
in the Pinchot conversation. 


Roosevelt Silent on Opinion. 

I asked Mr. Roosevelt this evening if he 
had anything to say in reference to the rev- 
elations of his former subordinate. He aen- 
swered: 

“I personally am much attached to Pin- 
chot. I was glad to see him and listened to

everything he had to say, as I shall listen to 
any friend of mine on any side of any public 
question. We came to no conclusion, how- 
ever, end shall come to no, conclusion. I 
shell make no statement as to any other 
conference I may have.” . _ 


Satisfied es Mr. Pinchot appeared to be with 


his interview, his feelings were given no ex- 
pression in words. 

“The only statement I have to make,” he 
gaid, “is contained in five words: *I have 
nothing to say.’ ” 

The refusal. of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Pin- 
chot to talk, does not prevent me from say- 
ing that the ex-president was as deeply in- 
terested in all questions relating to the con- 
servation of natural resources as he was 
when in the White house. He feels that it 
is vital for the present and future genera- 
tions that the policies which he inaugurated 
in this connection shall be carried to fruition. 

While Mr. Pinchot was conferring with 
Mr. Roosevelt, the officials of Porto Maurizio 
received from President Taft a cabled reply, 
assuring the Italian people of the gratitude 
of all Americans for the reception accorded 
to “our most distinguished citizen.” This 
was an extremely tactful thing for Mr. Taft 
to do, not only in connection with Mr. Roose- 
velt, but because of the gratifying effect pro- 
duced throughout Italy. 

Mr. Roosevelt today accepted the invitation 
of the governor of Kansas to attend the dedi- 
cation of John Brown's battlefield in the lat- 
ter part of August. 

The program for Mr. Roosevelt's visit in 
England between May 18 and June 101s prac- 
tically complete. It includes dinners with 
Ambassador Reid and King’ Edward, lunch 
with Lord Roberts and Gen. Lord Kitchener 
and other distinguished men, lunch with John 
Redmoné, T. P. O'Connor, and other Irish 
‘members of parliament. rg 

Other events will be a week end visit at 
Reid’s countryplace, the acceptance of the 
freedom of the city of London, visits to Ar- 
thur Lee, who is a conservative member of 
parliament, and Selous, the well known hun- 
ter, the reception of a degree at Cambridge 
university, and the delivery of the Romanes 
lecture. 

Mra. Roosevelt and Miss Ethel will not go 
to Venice, Vienna, and Budapest. They will 
remain here a few days and then visit south- 
ern France and will join Mr. Roosevelt and 
Kermit itn Paris. 


PLEASED BY CABLE MESSAGES.

PORTO MAURIZIO,.April 11.—President 
Roosevelt, when informed of the exchange of 
telegrams between the mayor of Porto Mau- 
rizio and President Taft regarding his visit, 
said he appreciated highly both the munici- 
pality’s expression. and the president’s reply.

**T have received your courteous telegram 
announcing that President Roosevelt arrived 
last night and was received with enthusiasm 
by the whole population and that your city 
was _— to welcome him. In reply Iassure 
you and your countrymen that the American 

people are grateful for and greatly apprecia- 
tive of the reception which Italians, from the 
sovereign to, the humblest subject, have ac- 
corded to our most distinguished citizen.’’ 


TAFT GAVE TWO COMPLIMENTS. 


Washington, D. C.,- April 11.—While the 
cablegram from the mayor of Porto Maurisio 
to President Taft was received at the White 
house yesterday and the president's reply 
immediately forwarded by cable, the text of 
the two cablegrams was not public here 
until shortly before noon today. 

In answer to Mayor Pagtiano’s cablegram 
President Taft paid Col. Roosevelt a delicate 
compliment by referring to him as ‘‘President 
Roosevelt,” and not as * former President 
Roosevelt.’’ He further paid to the former 
president the honor of being “ our most dis- 
tinguished citizen,” a title heretofore popu- 
larly credited only to the president of the 
United States in office. 


METHODIST BLAMES VATICAN, 


The Rev. F. H. Wright of Pittsburg, for- 
me§ districteuperintendent of the Methodist 
Episcopal church at Rome, told the Chicago 
Methodist ministers yesterday that the papal 
authorities purposely had brought about the 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks incidents in order 
to cast reflections on the Methodists in the 
Italian capital. He also said the statements 
made by Archbishop Ireland in explanation 
of the Roosevelt affair were insincere and 
intended: to injure the Methodist church. 

‘The pope had no quarrel with Mr. Roose- 
velt or Mr. Fairbanks,’ he asserted. ‘‘ When 
those Americans announced their intention 
to visit Rome the vatican officials saw an 
opportunity. to strike over their shoulders to 
hit the Methodists. The American visitors 
were used simply as foils.”’ 

Denies Charge of Proselyting. 

The. speaker denied that the Italian Meth- 
odists were trying to win the Catholicsaway 
from their faith: 

“The Methodists of Rome are engaged 
in a bigger business than proselyting among 
the Catholics,”” he said. “I would not lift 
my finger to make a proselyte of a devout 
Catholic. There are good Christians in the 
Catholic church, the archbishop notwith- 
standing. 

‘‘ Even the Italians are turning against 
the Catholic church. Those European mon- 
arche who refused to visit the Pope were 
received with acclaim by the IKtelian people. 
The Italians of this country are more sus- 
ceptible to evangelical influence than immi- 
grants from any other country. They had 
their fill of the Catholic church while in the 
mother country.”

SOLDIERS WANT EXTENSION. 


Liprary Board Votes to Make Legler 
"‘ . Permanent Librarian. 


How many veterans of the civil war will 
be living in 1928? This question formed the 
basis of a debate among the directors of the 
Chieago Public library yesterday when the 
question of extending the Memoria! Halil as- 
sociation’s lease on Grand Army Memorial 
hall came up. - The present lease extends to 
1928, but members of the association asked 
an extension of twenty years, making the 
date of expiration 1948. Edward A. Blodgett 
presented arguments for an extension and 
Frederick H..Rawson and Graham Taylor 
‘declared against it. 

“It has a peculiar look that so long before 
the expiration of this lease we are asked to 
extend it another twenty years,"’ said Prof. 
Taylor. “ Why should we look so far ahead 
and do something which the next genération 
mey find embarrassing and which the public 
may criticise? ’’ 

Wants It Like Faneuil Hall, 

“Well,” declared Maj. Blodgett, “the 
memorial association wants to make G. A. R. 
hall similar to Faneuil hall in Boston, or In-~ 
dependence hall ip Philadelphia. The law 
whereby the association ceded its rights in 
the property on which the library stands de~ 
clares that a memorial hall shall be main- 
tained forever. That amounts to a lease in 
perpetuity.” ’ 

‘*But it isn’t like either of the halls you 
mention,” urged Prof. Taylor. ‘‘ It is entire- 
ly in the hands of the association and isn't 
kept open for public purposes, although it 
is. one of the most valuable public spaces in 
Chicago. Why should we give to the agso- 
ciation a lease twenty years longer when we 
might make better use of the hall, and when 
scarcely a veteran of the civil war will be 
ving when the present lease expires? ”’ 

“Well, the board never can have that hall,”’ 
declared Mr. Blodgett. “ It is given to theG. 
A. R. in perpetuity.” : 


Thinks Veterans Will Be Gone. 

“We don’t want to take it away from the 
grand army veterans,” declared Mr. Rawson, 
“But by .1928 the old soldiers will be gone 
and we are not required and don’t want *o 
turn over this public hall to whoever they 
may elect to succeed them in possession. 
We are required to maintain it as a memorial 
hall, but we aren't required to giveit entirely 
into the possession of anybody or any organ- 
ization that the grand army organization 
may elect as its assigns and successors. When 
the present lease expires will be time enough 
to consider a renewal or extension.” 

Action on the matter was deferred on mo- 
tion of George B. Armstrong. 

The board voted to elect Librarian Legier 
permanently to his position. His six months’ 
probation will end today and his selection wil} 
be certified to the civil service commission.

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CLEARING THE WAY FOR COMET 


Forecaster Announces Cloudless 
Sky’ for Tomorrow Morning. 


AN HOUR’S VIEW: PROMISED. 


Preparations to Record Effect on 
Earth Atmosphere on May 18, 


Good weather for comet watching is prom- 
ised by the weather bureau following the 
clouds and smoke banks that have bafiied 
observers up to this time. 

There is a probability that the comet may 
be seen tomorrow morning, although clouds 
are indicated for today. The comet is 
scheduled to rise at 3:54 a. m. at a point half 
a degree south of the sun’s point of appear- 
ance. If the sky is clear it will be visible 
for nearly an hour. bad 

“There is always a likelihood of mist 
banks above the lake, and more than that 
there isthe certainty that smoke from the 
factories will be massed along the horizon 
line,’’ said J. H. Armington. local forecaster 
at the weather bureau. ‘* The storm center 
which is now over Arkansas will be felt here 
tomorrow,. but I look for it to be clear on 
Wednesday and a good day for observa- 
tions.” 

Preparing for Unique Tests. 

Preparations for observing the comet’s ef- 
fect ou the earth's atmosphere are under way 
at the weather office. 

“ When the comet's tail sweeps the earth 
we will be ready for it,’’ said Forecaster 
Armington. “* It will be an unique opportun- 
ity for us, as no comet has visited the earth 
since the weather buréau was established. 
We can’t te what we are going to see, but 
we know that changes will be caused dur- 
ing ite passage, and they will be recorded.” 

Instruments to Be Used. 

The hydrograph, for recording the presence 
of water gases, the barograph, for recording 
pressure, the thermograph for heat, the 
anemometer for wind velocity, and electrical 
instruments for noting variations in direc- 
tion were among the apparatus named by 
Mr. Armington as being tuned up for their 
work, which. will begin May 18. 

‘We are not doing anything now,” sald 
he, * but in May the comet will be exercising 
a direct effect on the air, and then we will 
have an opportunity of observing conditions 
that never have been recorded.”

State wide pasteurization of milk to save 
the lives of Illinocisans, especially babies, 
was advocated yesterday by Health Com- 
missioner W..A. Evans, testifying before 
the “joint legislative committee to investi- 
gate tuberculin tests and pasteurization of 
milk and its products.” 

The meeting was held in the law offices 
of Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff in the Title 
and Trust bofiding.

The investigation was 
eral assembly in lieu of action on numerous 
bills imposing more or lese drastic state 
|supervision of dairies. Loud objection was 
made by farmers to the expense of tuberculin 
tests, which, according to Dr. Evans, would 
not be necessary if there were general pas- 
teurization—that being an inexpensive re- 
‘quirement. 

Farmers have been frightened by the pros- 
pect of heavy financial loss if they should 
be compelled to kill their tuberculous cows. 
Dr. Evans said that if the milk were pas- 
teurized there would be no need of killing 
the animals, although they should be segre- 
gated. In this way and by prohibiting the 
importation of tuberculous stock, Dr. Evans 
said, Illinois milk in its raw state would ap- 
proach purity. 


Wants a Pasteurization Law. 


“ Tilinois needs a law requiring pasteuriza- 
tion,” said the health commissioner. ‘“* It 
would kill all disease germs and 99 per cent 
of all germ life.’’ 

** Should the same restrictions,” asked Sen- 
ator McKenzie, “ be put on creameries and 
cheese factories as upon dairies?” 

* All their milk should be pasteurized,” re- 
plied Dr. Evans, ‘ Butter and cheese both 
carry tubercles, although in a less degrees 
than raw milk.” 

All bacteria are not dangerous, Dr. Evans 
said, most of the varieties being healthful, 
but when he added that tuberculous meat 
would be safe to eat if thoroughly cooked, 
Senator McKenzie drew the-line. 

“T’m at the point where I can’t eat a thing,”’ 
he complained. “* Whenever I begin to hanker 
for something special I recall how many mil- 
Hons of microbes it contains andIrun. I'm 
starving.”’ 

The senator shuddered visibly when Dr. 
Evans said the average of 6,000 tests of raw 
milk disclosed 6,750,000 germs in fifteen drops. 
In pasteurized milk the germs numbered only 
900.000 and in certified milk—the 15 cents a 
quart prodyct that meets the requirements of 
the Chicago Medical society—there were only 
10,000, or less than 700 in a drop. 


Infants Should Have Best Milk. 


Infants’ milk, sald Dr. Evans, should be of 
the best quality and would not be barmed 
if in pasteurizing it should:be boiled some 
instead of being merely heated to the boiling 
point. Physical examination, he added, 
would not determine accurately what ani- 
mals are tuberculous. 

Speaker Shurtleff asked if it would be ad- 
visable to grade milk sold to the public, one 
grade to be tuberculin tested, another 
pasteurized, with perhaps other grades. Dr. 
Evans said he would favor such legal re-

POSTAL LOSS [§ GUT 


SEES A PAYING DEPARTMENT 


One Cent Letter Postage a Possibility, 
Official Thinks. 


-~— 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[{Special.]— 
Postmaster General Hitchock predicted to- 
day that the first year of the present adminis- 
tration would show a decrease of over $10,- 
000,000 in the postal deficit of $17,480,000 
handed down fromthe preceding year. 

The deficit from the first half of the current 
fiscal year was $4,072,000, as against $10,285, - 
000 for the first half of last year, a reduction 
of over $6,000,000 in six months. 

Mr. Hitchock bases his conclusions on the 
auditor’s return of postal receipts and ex- 
penditures for the first half of the current 
fiscal y ear, and on preliminary returns for the 
third quarter of the year, which closed 
March 31. 

“The work of reorganization,” Mr. Hitch- 
cock said, “ is still in progress, and I believe 
that with certain changes I have ‘recom- 
mended to congress in some of the postal laws 
that now hamper the department it will be 
possible in another year to place the postal 
service on a self-sustaining basis, notwith- 
standing the tremendous losses resulting 
from the low rate of postage on second class 
matter. 

“In view of the large reduction already 
made in the rate of postal expenditures, I 
am firmly of opinion that a proper postage 
charge on periodical matter would wipe out 
not only the postal deficit but would cause 
a sufficient surplus of receipts to warrant 
1 cent letter postage.”’ . 


SENATE ACTS UPON CHANGES 
OF THE TAFT RAILROAD BILL. 


Substitutes of Opponents to Measure 
Voted Down—Two Elkins’ Proposals 
Regarding Injunctions Are Adopted. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—The senate 
today entered upon the voting stage of its 
consideration of the administration railroad 
bill. 

In accordance with previous agreement, 
Senator Elkins was prompt in moving con- 
sideration soon after the senate met and the 
bill received continuous attention until the 
close of the session. 

The only amendments acted upon were 
those regulating the jurisdiction of the pro- 
posed court of commerce and granting ap- 
peals from interlocutory orders of the court 
of commerce and permitting five days’ notice 
of hearing in injunction proceedings. 

The last two amendments were accepted 
without opposition, but there was sharp de- 
bate on the first series and several votes were 
taken on substitutes offered by the opponents 
of the bill. The substitutes were voted 
down. 

The Elkins amendments, granting appeals 
to the Supreme court from temporary injunc- 
tions and requiring five days’ notice in injunc- 
tion proceedings, were adopted without de- 
bate or division. He was not so fortunate 


“with his amendment allowing complaints to 


be represented by counsel before the com- 
merce court. ~

DENIED UPKEEP OF AUTO 


Speaker Lets Loose Wrath Upon 
Insurgents After Defeat 
in the House. 


' [BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Special.}— 
Any supposition that “‘ Uncle Joe’ Cannon 
is contemplating a graceful retirement from 
the speakership of the house of representa- 
tives at the close of the present session was 
exploded today. 

Goaded to a spectacular outburst of wrath 
by the action of the house in voting again 
to deprive him of tree automobile upkeep, 
the speaker took the floor, visited his displeas- 
ure upon the insurgents, the Democrats, and 
the “ lying press,’’ and served notice that he 
imended to stay on the job unless forcibly 
separated from it. 

“I want to notify you,” he thundered, 
“that unless, during this and the next ses- 
sion of congress, the Republicans that do not 
approve of the personality of their speaker 
have the courage to join with a solid mi- 
nority, | will remain the speaker until the 
4th of March next.” 

The speaker said he never had asked 
the free use of a government automobile, 
but he thought there was no reason why 
the speaker of the house shouldn't enjoy one 
if the vice president did. He couldn't under- 
stand how the government could fee! par- 
simonious, for, he said, the Aldrich-Payne 
tariff law is making money for Uncle Sam 
hand over fist these days. 


Renewal of Old Battle. 

The original action of the insurgents and 
Democrats in cutting out the $2,500 appropri- 
ation for the speaker’s chauffeur and auto 
supplies was the skirmish on March 15 that 
led to the pitched battle of three days in 
which “ Uncle Joe” was shorn of his dicta- 
torial power. The senate restored the objec- 
tionable item, and the action today repeated 
the insurgent victory. 

A good many of the insurgents were of- 
fended by the speaker’s utterances on the 
floor and are adopting an ominous attitude. 
They particularly take exception to “ Uncle 
Joe’s ” reiterated taunt that the insurgents 
lack sufficient courage to put him out of the 
chair. Some of the rebels are counseling 
exactly such action at the close of the ses- 
sion, and a good many politicians believe that 
an attempt to oust the speaker will be made 
before the adjournment. 

“This incident today was only a snow- 
flake,”’ laughed Victor Murdock, the Kansas 
insurgent, “‘ but it indicates that winter is 
close at hand.” 


Cannon Sputters with Rage. 

No sooner had the house voted to deprive 
him of the automobile perquisite than “Uncle 
Joe” flung down his gavel and strode down 
upon the floor. He was angry all the way 
through—so angry that it was only with the 
greatest difficulty that he was able to nego- 
tiate his speech and a chew of fine cut at the 
same time. 

“I believe that the speaker of the house 
of representatives, whoever he may be, 
should in al) matters be of the same dignity 
as the vice president of the United States, 
who presides over the cotrdinate branch. 
And that is without regard to the personality 
of the present vice president of the United 
States. I am entirely content, whatever 
action the house may take. But I want to 
notify you that. unless during this and the 
next session of congress, the Republicans 
upon this side that do not approve of the per- 
sonality of their speaker have the courage 
to join with a solid minority, I will remain 
speaker until the 4th of March next. 

“And while I do not ask and have never 
asked the appropriation for transportation 
to the speaker of the house, if you vote it, I 
will use itaslIluseitnow. If you see proper 
not to do it, whether from the standpoint of 
broad economy or the standpoint of personal 
dislike to the present occupant of the speak- 
er’s chair, I care not.”’ 

As he hammered this home with his lone 
gaunt arms thrashing the air like a Dutch 
windmill, with his coat tails flapping about 
bim and his waistcoat yielding up to the 
nether button, *‘ Uncle Joe”’ presented a pic- 
ture of magnificent defiance.

Emigrants Find It Easy 
to E.vade American Laws.

ALERMO, Sicily, Jan... 22:—If half of 
what I have heard-in a single day be 
true, the time has come to draw the lines 
around south Italian imm 
call a halt. 
~~Perhaps my information is misleading; per- 
haps it is false. But when a United States con- 
sul, a German banker, the agent of a great 
steamship company, and an Americanized Sicil- 
fan, the editor of a newspaper, and a man whose 
experience in handling emigrants is broad and 
whose intelligence is profound, all tell the same 
tale, or one at lcast in which there is no dis- 
that south Italiap emi- 
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seems to be. 
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streets, and many narrow crooked ones. It ex- 
tends from-the water’s edge back toward the 
famous Conca d’Oro, a plain, in its wonderful 
fertility and productiveness, rivaling those of 
southern California. On all sides, this plain is 
shut in by barren, reddish gray hills of irregu- 
lar outline, their crests now covered With a thin 
mantle of snow. ‘ 

Palermo looks ptosperous. One large section 
of the city is of recent origin. It is occupied 
by substantial looking two, three, and four story 
apartment buildings, looking like private houses, 
the homes of newly rich shopkeepers. On the 
whole, the architecture is simple, good, pleasing. 
The new fantastj® art has made little headway 
here. Many of the houses stand in gardens, in 
which roses and violets are blooming. 

The old city js almost as compact and as ir- 
regular as old Cairo. Near the center is the 
“ Four Corners.” This is the heart of Palermo. 
Here the two main thoroughfares meet, one 
leading north and south, parallel to the sea 
front; the other beginning at the sea and ex- 
tending west. The corners of the Four Cor- 
ners- have been cut off and beautified with foun- 
tains and statues of virgins, kings, and alle- 
gorical figures. Each facade also contains a 
fountain. At the end of the street back from 
the sea is the old royal palace, dating from 
Saracen times. This building is famous 
throughout the art world for its palace chapel, 
said to be the most beautiful tn the world. It 
is a wonderful gem. of mosaics, Saracenic 
arches, and granite columns. It is a small edi- 
tion of some of the splendid monuments in 
north India.

Illiteracy in the south is 
three times as great as in the north. There are 
three times as many murders and assaults.

Poverty exists in the 
In the 
south land is in great estates. The-petty farm- 
er is rare. Bach man looks out for himself and 
there is the same mutual distrust one man for 
another which generally accompanies the dregs 
of a once high culture. There is no unity of 
thought, feeling, or purpose in the south. The 
rich lanJlords do not live on their estates. The 
contrast between rich and poor is great. 


Former Misrule in South. 


Much of the backward condition of the south 
must be ascribed to its misrule under Spaniards 
and Bourbons. Feudalism survived long after 
it had disappeared in the north. Since the unity 
the south has progressed, but not as compared 
with the north. It suffers from unjust discrim- 
ination. Protection has been a hindrance rather 
than a means of advance. It suffers in this 
respect es Hungary suffers from its economic 
alliance with Austria. 

As compared with other countries of Europe 
Italy is poor. The average income to the indi- 
vidual has been calculated to be about $35 a 
year. In Great Britain it is $160, in France $130, 
in Saxony $100. Even in Austria it is $40. Some 
idea of the poverty of the kingdom may be seen 
in the salaries of some of its officials. The 
maximum salary of a teacher in an elementary 
school ia, for a man, $265 a year; fér a woman, 
$210. A clerk In a postofiice, after thirty years 
of service, receives $700 a year. The highest 
salary in the postal department is $1,600 a year. 
The income of the average physician is $600 a 
year; in the city, $1,500. The average lawyer's 
income is $1,200.

TOMMY BURNS BEATSLANG

SYDNEY, N. 8. W., April 11—Tommy 
Burns won from Bill Lang, heavyweight 
champion of <Australia,:in the’ twentieth’ 
round of their fight for the Australian title 
today.: 

The decision was not popular with the 
crowd, for though Burns had the better of 
the first ten rounds he weakened in the latter half 
of the fight, while Lang rallied.. 

The weather was fine and the fight wae seen 
by 17,000 persons. The betting was 8 to 1 on 
Burns when the men entered the ring. Burns 
tipped the scales at 181 pounds and Lang at 138 
pounds. The referee was Hugh McIntosh.

American consuls in Gétmany 
have explained why those steckings are 
imported and sold at the old price despite 
the higher daty. The importer bas abated 
a little of his profit and the manufacturer 
a little of his. That does not interest the 
consumer. What interests her, for the 
consumers are largely women, is that the 
manufacturer ia lowering lightly the 
quality of his goods. Because of that 
they wear out quicker. It may be that 
Mr.‘ Payne bas a mind end.

the question of price. The ‘consumer 
grasps at once the fact that more money 
has to be spent in a year for stockings 
because they do not wear eo well as they 


@id when the duty was lower. 


The increase in the duty was one of the 
gross and palpable offenses of the tariff 
act.

No wonder that the 
newspapers which knew thé facts and had 
a sense of justice espoused the women’s 
cause.

Tottenville on Staten Island to Bentley 
Manor. When the new name was an- 
nounced, Mra. Donald MeLean of the 
Danghters of the American Revolution 
filed a vigorous protest on the ground 
that Bentley, who gave his family name 
to the manor from which the office now 
gets its designation, was a téry who had 
to flee ¢o Canada during the revolutionary 
war, while the Tottens were well known 
patriots. The protest was a popular one 
and was much praised. Perish the 
thought that eny one who opposed the 
case: of American independence should 
ever receive honor on the long roll of 


‘United States postoffices! 


*But one of the gradiate students at 
Columbia university has been making a 
quiet investigation of the real facts. of 
history. The postoffice department at 
Weshington now has his statement of re- 
sults of the inquiry. The name “ Bentley 
Manor” is shown to date from May 5, 
1687, when Christopher Billop received a 
confirmatory grant of land which he had 
left for a few years while he served in the 
British’ navy. He lived te be 90 years 
old, and died in London in 1726, half a 
century before the revolution, leaving the 
name Bentley manor unsullied by any 
stain of treason. eos 

Not only does the name date back nearly 
a hundred years prior to the revolutionary 
struggié, but the investigator shows that 
no one named Bentley ever lived in Tot- 
tenville before that revolt against the 
mother country. Mt the research had 
stopped right there the postmaster gen- 
eral might have felt himself justified in 
adhering to the order changing the name 
of the office. But insult is added to in- 
jury by the satie historian, who presents 
positive proof that ‘the only Totten who 
served in the revolution was Gilbert Tot- 
ten, grandfather of Ephraim Totten, the 
first postmaster of Tottenville, and that 
he deserted the patriot cause and went 
over to the enemy. 

This fablé teaches that it is better to 
look before one leapé, and, where matters 


of history are concerned, to be sure of the 


facts before making a protest from the 
standpoint of sentimental patriotism. —

As its population does not exceed 2,000 inhabitants, 
all told, it te doubtful whether any armed opposition 
will be offered by the people of Moresnet to their in- 
corporation into the kingdom eof Belgium, or if, lige 
the Boers, they will consider it necessary to fight 
for *their independence. No matter whether they do 
so or pot, no foreign power is likely te take up their 
Cause against Belgium, and hence their doom may be 
regarded as sealed.

_King Albert has now moved, with his consort and 
his ¢hildren, into the suburban palace of Laeken, 
which with its beautiful park, superb gardens, im- 
mense conservatories, its lakes, its underground rail- 
roead connecting the palace with the railroad system 
of Belgium and of the remainder of Europe, is an alto- 
gether ideal residence for a sovereign. Its one draw- 
back. is that it lies somewhat low, but it is well 
drained and now that it has been furnished anew by 
King Albert—Lé@opold during the last year of his reign 
had sold off all the contents, leaving little beyond 
the bare walls—it is more delightful than ever before. 

Needless to add that the iron bridge across the 
street which connected the park of Laeken with the 
grounds and villa of Baroness Vaughan, on the oppo- 
site side of the road, had been torn down, greatly to 
the satisfaction of the people of Laeken and of Brus- 
sels. While it lasted it was not merely an eyesore, 
but also a constant reminder to them and to strangers 
of King Leopold's profligacy. The Baroness Vaughan's 
villa,.too, has passed into other hands. For she has 
solid all her property in Belgium, and has established 
her permanent home in France. : 

Laeken is situated about four or five miles from 
Brussels and dating from the time When the Nether- 
lands were ruled by imperial Austrian viceroys, was 
frequentiy occupied by Emperor Napoleon and Em- 
press Josephine, the latter of whom was extremely 
fond of the place. It was there, Indeed, that Napoleon 
signed the fateful declaration of war against Russia 
which may be said to have constituted the inaugura- 
tion of his downfall, It was partially burned some 
fourteen years ago, when one of the wings was de- 
stroyed and when Princesse Clementine almost per- 
ished in the flames that cost the life of her old gov- 
erness, who had been with her since childhood, The 
damage, however, to the palacé,. was completely re- 
pairéd by Leopold, regardless of cost.
